Before what was the largest meeting 


thus far of the North Indiana confer- 
ence of the Methodist church, in ses- 
sion at -the Bradley M. E. church, Miss 
Josephine.Corbin,-of Ocean Grove, N.

rather of Drowned Boy Trying to 


Entrap a Crook. 


Chicago, April 3.—Truman N. Moon, 


'ather of the Flint, Mich., boy whose 
body was found in a pond early today 
near his home, is at Delavan, Wis., in 
company with a PInkerton detective, 
to which place he was lured by a let- 
ter demanding $500 ransom for his 
ost son. ' 


Moon received a letter at his home 


n 'Flint a few days ago from Delavan, 
n which the writer stated that ho had 
.he lost boy in his possession and that 
.he. father could recover .him by going 
to Delavan and depositing $500 in the 
mouth.of a cannon in the city park. 
Subsequent developments show that 
:he-scheme was arranged, by a. person 
ivh'o had read the details of the kid- 
naping of Willie Whitla, of 
Sharon, 


and that he sought merely to extort 
'easy, money" from a-frantic father. 


Moon, as soon as he received the 


letter, conferred with influential citi- 
;ens in his home town and a purse 
was. raised to 
employ a 
detective 


agency in running down the supposed 
kidnaper of his boy. 


As soo nas the financial details were 


arranged Moon took a train for Chi- 
cago. He arrived here Thursday even- 
ing and went at once to the detective's 
office, where he told his 
story 
and 


showed the anonymous letter which he 
had received. 
The 
detectives 
then 


planned a ruse to capture the alleged 
plotter. . 


A detective was sent to Delavan In 


advance and Moon left Friday after- 
noon to arrive In accordance with the 
directions in the letter at Delavan at 
5:40 o'clock. Early toflay the news of 
the finding of Harold Moon's body in a 
pond near his home was received by 
the detective agency, which has been 
since trying to communicate with the 
detective and Mr. Moon In Delavan. 


The letter received by Mr. Moon in- 


structed him to come to Delavan on 
the afternoon, train and go direct to 
the park, where he was to place 5500 
in the mouth of a cannon. He was 
then to proceed to a hotel and the boy 
would be sent to him. 


The agency arranged for the detec- 


tives to.go to Delavan in advance. Mr. 
Moon took the train as directed. With 
him he took an envelope stuffed to 
have the appearance of containing a 
roll of bills.

Oxford-Cambridge eight-pared rowing 
race was won on the Thames today 
by_ Oxford 
by three and one-half 


lengths after a tussle which for three- 
quarters of the course was one ot the 
most stirring contests seen on the 
Thames in many years. 


The time was nineteen minutes and 


fifty seconds, but had the Oxonians 
been pressed at the finish they could 
have reduced this by a good many 
seconds. 


Tens of thousands hurried to the 


banks of-the Thames between Putney 
and Jlortlake today for'the race. 


It was an'animated scene as the 


throng hurried from city and country, 
coming by train, trams, motor cars 
and carts. Hundreds of brightly dec- 
orated small crafts elbowed one an- 
other as they made their way towards 
the course from miles up and down 
the river. 
The contest between the 


two universities is historic as a pa- 
geant as well1 as contest of. oarsman- 
ship. 


Before 10 o'clock in the. morning the 


banks of the river .from Putney bridge 
to the finishing post were thickly 
crowded. 
Excursion crafts 
of 
all 


kinds .lined both sides of the stream 
and the house tops and points of van- 
tage and the grand stands filled rapid- 
ly. 
The early edition of the papers 


which 
circulated ' everywhere were 


printed on blue paper.

Two crews aroused great enthusiasm 


about Putney when they emerged from 
the boat houses at 30 o'clock and 
made short practice pulls.

He 
wrote to Mrs. Rand soon afterward. 


Month a Dreamy Blank. 


"Memory and consciousness left me 


when I got into Wabash," writes the 
clergyman. "Since that time there has 
been a dreamy blank. 
Consciousness 


returned on the morning of March 2S. 
I havo had a terrible struggle and the 
thouKht of. having left you is crushing 
me." 


This letter was received by Mrs. 


Rand Thursday, and Officer Charles 
Moon, who hncl been working on the 
ease, was detailed to go to the Georgia 
city and look after tho afflicted man. 
It Is expected that tho pair will reach 
homo this evening. 


Friends of tho clergyman say he had 


acted strangely for some time ho torn 
his disappearance, and it is thought 
beyond doubt that ho became tempo- 
rarily deranged due to overwork. He 
left on the morning of March 4 with- 
out grip or parcel and purchased a 
ticket to Wabash. 


His ahscnco caused little alarm that 


night, since it was believed lie was vis- 
iting the home of a ministerial friend. 
Next day It was learned that Rand 
had not been in Wabash, and search 
was begun hut with littlo result. It 
was rumored during the month that 
the minister had taken $5,000 of. his 
wife's money and gono, perhaps to Eu- 
rope. The story was vigorously denied 
by Mrs. Rand. Other rumors had it 
that Mrs. Rand had compelled her hus- 
band to do housework, and that he 
ran away to avoid this.

Politics and Going It Blind 


In our dast Talk we presented tlie case of our neighbor, the city of Hunting- 


ton, as diagnosed by city officials and described in the local press on March 23. 


That same evening the Hunthigton city council considered the matter behind 


closed doors. In view of there being no funds available for construction of a new 
building for a plant, five suggestions were made for the consideration of the coun- 
cil. 


These were thus briefly but very conclusively handled by the • Hunthigton 


Herald of March 24: 
. 


"Of the plans the committee suggested, the following may be said: 
"1. Buy new boilers at a cost of $1,000. That does not solve the fuel ques- 


tion, and 'does not add to the efficiency of the generators or replace the antiquated 
lamps. So it is no solution at all—merely a shoving of the perplexity onto the 
next council. 
r • 


"2. Equip a new plant at a cost of $8,500." But $8,500 will not equip a new 


plant, and the city hasn't the $8,500 anj'how. 


"3. Let a contract to a private concern for lighting at approximately $30 


a lamp. Let's see the concern that will run the lamps for $30 a year. 


"4. The other recommendations as to contracting with a private concern to 


build a plant o'r with such a concern to light the city either by leasing or selling 
the plant may 'have more to them. 


"Doubtless one of these is the best thing to do until the people put their 


BUSINESS AFFAIRS into the hands of men of BUSINESS ABILITY. 


"The report was immediately referred to 'the committee of the whole' for se- 


cret consideration! No wonder. 


"It is probably evident to the average taxpayer that the cheapest way is to 


lease the wires the city owns, sell the junk it owns and engage a private corpora- 
tion to light the city until such time as a -modern plant can be put in and DI- 
VORCED FROM POLITICAL CONTROL. No amount of dodging will solve the 
question."

"The members of the city council on the electric light and waterworks com- 


mittee are making a serious mistake in their failure to FULLY INFORM THE 
PEOPLE on the electric light proposition.

TRIP ACROSS OCEAN USELESS. 


STUDENTS ON STRIKE. | 


Ruskin College, Oxford, Stirred by 


Dismissal of Principal. 


OxfoKd, April 3.—The students of 


Ruskin college, -which 
was founded 


here in 1899 by an American, Walter 
Vrooman, to provide workmen with 
facilities for the study of social and 
economic subjects, have been on strike 
for a -week on account of the dismissal 
of Dennis Hird, the principal of the 
institution. 
The students are nomi- 


nated by the labor unions and. the 
strike has been conducted on strictly 
union methods, the students boycotted 
the other lecturers and picketing the 
grounds against any attempt on the 
part of Mr. Bird's successor to take 
charge. 


After a lengthy meeting held today 


the students decided to appeal to the 
unions for one hundred thousand sub- 
scriptions of a shilling each to start a 
new college. 


Mr. Hird was removed on the ground 


that he was unable to maintain disci- 
pline. Tho students scoff at this ex- 
planation 
and think pressure -was 


brought to bear for his deposition be- 
cause his teachings were considered 
too socialistic. 


MONEY FOR THE HATTERS. 


Father Is Refused Permission to See 


Sons in Cincinnati Court. 


Cincinnati, April 3—By a ruling of 


United States Judge Thompson yes- 
terday Frieflerlck Karl Theis, a chem- 
ist o£ Germany, was denied a look at 
his children, for which purpose.he had 
crossed the ocean.

After the judge ruled that he 
could do nothing for Theis the two 
boys were taken away, and Theis did 
not see them. 


Mrs. Theis had obtained a divorce

Beat smooth, add one yeast 
cake dissolved in lukewarm water, then contJnuo beating five min- 
utes longer. Put to rise about 7 o'clock in the evening, preferably In an 
earthen bucket with a tin cover and tin capped spout. In tho mom- 
ing, just before baking, mix an oven tcaspoonful soda in a cup of warm 
milk and beat Into the batter, which should foam in great bubbles. 
Grease the hot griddle with a bit of fat pork or a swab dipped in beet 
suet and pour on the batter in small round cakes, taking pains to make ' ' 
them perfect circles. They should be a rich brown without the aid of 
molasses, which gives them a rank tasto. Pllo In regular order and 
serve smoking hot.

Kelso, Huntington County, 


Will be Designated 


as Majeiiica. 


Huntington, Ind., April • 3.—To pre- 


serve the' name of one of the most 
ferocious 'Indians that belbriged ;to tho 
Miami tribe, .according to .the tradi- 
tional stories, the people of the town 
of Kelso in Lancaster township, have 
petitioned the county commissioners 
to change the name of the place. The 
town was established in the early his- 
tory of the county and was named 
Kelso. Just how it came to be called 
Kelso is not. known but it was situated 
near Majenica creek and in "course of. 
lime a postoffice was established and 
named Majenica, while the town held 
its name of Kelso. It was the custom 
of the early days to give the town 
one name and the • postoffice another. 
This is true in all parts of the country 
and espe'clally in this county. 


The 
name Majenica seemed 
to 


.strike deep in the hearts of the people 
and they clung to the name' because 
it was in memory of Majenica, a fam- 
ous warrior of the Miamis. 


Majenica, the Indian, according to 


the history of the Miamis as 'handed 
down by those of a later generation, 
had the most savage' nature. At-one 
time he captured an enemy and bound 
the man to a tree. "The Indian than 
proceeded to cut out the man's heart 
and laughed as he held the heart out 
in his own hand watching the muscles 
twitch as if the heart were still beat- 
ing. 


The home o£ Majenica was on the 


hanks of the TV'.ibasti just east of the 
Belden bridge. He was-not particular- 


iinfriendly to the whites but his na- 


ture was harsh and he was regarded 
with fear. 
He was a'chief and pre- 


sided over a village of warriors that 
thirsted for • blood. Ten families were 
in his band' and' over these Majenica 
ruled with"ah"irpn hand.1 His death 
took place before the.Indians left here 
for the .west aud somewhere in the 
valley of the AVabash, -supposed to be 
not far--from- Belden. his bones are 
resting.

At the end of that period 
the mixture, which has been tightly 
covered, is strained, and the head and 
long, hair are entirely covered with it.

A shampoo suited to brunettes 


made by beating: two yolks of raw eggs 
into half a pint of claret, adding a gill 
of water. This is thoroughly rubbed 
over, not putting on more water until 
the shampoo has been worked in.

ETWEEN the setting and the rising of a sum- 
mer's sun the little agricultural Tillage of 
Vlelby, In Denmark, underwent a change—for 
overnight it developed a sensation. Nells 
Bruns, a farmhand employed by S8ren Qvist

was a cattle farmer of Ingvorstrup, a village lying a 
few miles from Viclby, and was reputed a vain, un- 
scrupulous man, who was used to having his own way 
In affairs.

At length Ericsen, 
driven back from the prejudice of friendship to his 
usual calm and judicial stand in all things, saw 
•that in fairness he must follow the indications of the 
case, though confident that examination of the pas- 
tor's acts would only serve to turn the inquiry away 
in a likelier direction. 


Saw the Pastor Digging.

A rustling in the bushes caused 
the pastor to look around to the place where Larsen 
was concealed, and the observer took himself off has- 
tily. 'Asked how he knew this figure for the clergy- 
man, he said that he could not fail to recoguize him' 
by the long green dressing gown and white nightcap 
he wore. 


'Accompanied by the witness and Morten Bruus 


Ericsen visited Soren Qvist and explained that as 
a matter of formality it was necessary to sift this 
deposition for possible truth. The Magistrate closcly 
watched the face of his old friend in making the 
announcement, but could detect therein no trace of 
guilt 
Qvist readily assented, helped the men to 


dig and ordered his servants to leud their aid while 
he discussed with Ericsen the futile search he had in- 
stituted privately at his own expense for Neils Bruns. 


During the excavation Morten turned suddenly on 


the clergyman and accused him flatly of having 
murdered his brother, intimating that the proof 
would be found in this very garden.

But Morten was insistent, though crestfallen, and 


made Larsen point out another spot as perhaps the 
one where he. had seen the pastor by moonlight 
The soil was again thrown aside, and after some 
moments a shout from .one of the workers brought 
the others about him. Morten, aquiver with excite- 
ment, threw himself into the trcncli and dug out a 
hat which he immediately pronounced the one that 
had been worn by Neils. In a few seconds an arm 
was-uncovered and tbe body was then completely 
disinterred. 


The face could not be recognized, having been 


disfigured apparently by repeated blows. But all 
the articles of clothing were identified by friends of 
Nells, and if further proof bad been needed the shirt 
bore his name. In tbe left ear of the dead man was 
also a leaden ring that Neils had wore in life. 


Ericsen had now no alternative lint to arrest Qvist. 


The clergyman assented willingly, wbUe asserting Bis 
innocence. . He admitted that appearances were 


of guilt He was taken to the village jail. 


The genius of the natural investigator, Ericsen, had

The 
conversation was interrupted by tho slamming of a 
door and Neils remarked that Soren Qvist was com- 
ing. 


"Listen," he said to the women, "and you will hear 


a wondrous preachment." 


They waited, curious to hear their pastor hi one of 


his rages, nnd overheard a stormy duel of words be- 
tween the clergyman and bis farm hand, who de- 
fended himself with bitter retorts against the charge 
of neglecting his work. Finally, they reluctantly ad- 
mitted, they heard Qvist utter these words, in a voice 
half choked with anger:— 


"I will beat thce, dog, until thou Host dead at my 


feet" 


Then came a sound of blows, while Neils called tbe 


pastor a rogue, a hangman and various other ill terms. 
Qvist made no answer, but the women saw the blade 
of a spadt rise and fall twice above the hedge, with a 
dull shock, as upon a body at its descent 
After this 


there was silence, and they hurried on their way along 
the path, uneasy at what .they had seen and heard. 
They were not able to swear as to whose hands held 
the spade, owing to the thickness and height of the 
hedge. They were unwilling aids to Ericscn, and it 
was only by dint of cautious questioning and clever 
manipulation of their fears and beliefs that he ob-

The Web Strengthened. 


The pastor was removed to Grcnaee, a larger town 


near by, and a judicial examination was held at which 


Ericsen presented some of his findings. The inde- 
fatigable Magistrate, much as he personally regretted 
the web it was his duty to weave, had placed his case 
In a much stronger position and had three additional 
witnesses on hand to bear out the earlier testimony.

The dairy maid said that on the same, 
night when Larsen was spying among the hazel 
bushes she had been awakened by the creak of a door 
and footsteps. 
Rising in. alarm she had tiptoed to 


the threshold of tier room and looked into the hall. A 
figure passed her. By the green dressing gown and 
white cap she recognized her employer, who con- 
tinued on his way to the garden. She thought this 
midnight wandering a little strange, but returned to 
rest and heard the creaking of the door again an hour 
later. 


When these facts were brought out there were few 


to doubt the guilt of the pastor, although the sym- 
pathy of .many humble households went out to their 
hotheaded shepherd. 
Confronted by the weight of 


statement, Qvist was deeply perturbed, and. volun- 
teered his explanation of a part of the black showing 
against him. 


Dark Stories Admitted. 


He admitted the quarrel with Neils and the threat 


against his farmhand's life, which he said he bad 
made In the beat of anger without serious meaning. 
He declared that when he struck Neils tbe man 
dropped the spade. Casting about for a stick in his 
wrath he caught up the spade and, Neils continuing 
his abuse, bit his employe twice with it, flat or edge 
he could not say. The man fell. Alarmed at this, 
for his temper had quickly cooled, he stooped to 
raise him, when Neils jumped to his feet and made 
off, leaving the garden by a rear gate. He stated 
positively that be had not seen any trace of the farm- 
hand from that minute until the disinterring of tbe 
body. As to his mysterious midnight visit to the 
garden, described by Larsen and verified by the 
dairymaid, the prisoner had this to say:— 


"It is either a foul lie or it Is a hellish delusion." 
In the interval before the trial Ericsen forged the 


strongest links In his perfect chain of circumstances. 
By infinite patience and caution, working carefully 
about, the curtain of respect and affection with 
which the people of the parish were inclined to 
cover such incriminating facts as they had cogni- 
zance of. he pinned down two more witnesses whose 
testimony, used in the court attack, crumbled the 
pastor's negative defence like a bulwark of cards. 


These were two men who had been in the vicinity of

Three or four times in my Hj 
it has happened to me to walk iu my sleep. The la: 
time—about nine years ago—I was to preach 
funeral sermon tbc next day. In searching for a te| 
for my discourse I was impressed by tbe appalliij 
truth of an ancient Greek saying, 'Call no man hapij 
until he is iu his grave.1 I was encouraged to bi 
my remarks upon this saying if I might find a Ch: 
tian text of like import. I seemed to recall suet 
one, but It slipped beyond tbe edge of memory, 
I had been unable to iiud it up to the time I re 
for tho night. 


His Full Confession.

tried, convicted and executed for the murder 
Neils Bruus an aged beggar was noticed one

Yaks for Canada and Alaska 
XOBMOIJS herds of yaks pasturing on the scanty 
herbage of Northern Canada and Alaska, and 
making :i vast cattle region of what'is now almost 


a wilderness during the greater part of the year, this 
is what Ernest Thompson Scion has been proposing 
to the Canadian government to bring about. 


The Canadian authorities are lending a willing car 


and Mr. fjelou lias obtained frwu the Duke of Bedford, 
who has for years bred the y:ik successfully at Wo- 
bum Abbey. •'<• small herd of the animals to begiu 
with. These are to be placed on an experimental 
farm at Ottawa, and as they increase in number will 
be sent further north and west. The vast region now 
lying idle between the domains of the reindeer ou 
tiic north and the ordinary cattle on the south is 
estimated by Mr. Seton as roughly constituting a belt 
five hundred miles wide, stretching from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific.
